XTREMISTS are raving that 


the end of baseball is in 
sight. That is because a few an- 
cient scand@&ls are being airet, 
and because the offenses of a 
few individuals, scattered over 
half a century, are being 
charged against the entire base- 
ball structure, instead of to the 
mere individuals responsible. 

Baseball is no more at fault 
than any other American insti- 
tution. It has its share of black 
sheep and its occasional scandal. 
But, in proportion, it probably 
has fewer skeletons in its closet 
than any other institution of 
equal rank.

Run through the scandals 
that have transpired in banking, 
in business, in our national Gov- 
ernment, in the enforcement of 
the eighteenth. amendment of 
our Constitution, in amateur 
sport world and even in “rellf- 
gious life, and then show us 
what right any one of them has 
to cast a stone at baseball. 

Baseball is whiter than snow 
compared to many of the exam- 
ples that might be drawn from 
our daily environment. If base- 
ball, as an organized enterprise, 
is near collapse, as has been 
forecast, then why not the col- 
lapse of society in general?

F there is one thing that con- 


tributes more than another to 
retard the complete clarification 
of baseball’s atmosphere, it is 
the prevalence of gambling in 
various forms on all ball clubs. 
A ballplayer is a full-blooded 
person with lots of money— 
too much for young men—and a 
lot of time in which to get into 
trouble. When they are not 
playing poker or shooting craps, 
many of them are betting on 
horse races or something else. 
This situation exists on every 
major league club in the coun- 
try to a considerable degree. 
Formerly managers prohibited 
poker for big stakes. They pro- 
hibited craps and bets on horse 
racing entirely. They contended 
that the mind of the player could 
net be on his job if he were ina 
position to win or lose big

In the banking industry an 
employe suspected of any act 
like gambling or other dissipa- 
tion is promptly given his re- 
lease. His acts bring suspicion 
upon his bank. 

The necessity of protecting the 
bank’s name is no greater than 
the need of guarding the good 
name of baseball, or any other 
quasf-public enterprise,
